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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "a first and second 
emitters couple to a mount" as claimed in claim 1; "at least three sources coupled to the 
platform" as claimed in claim 15 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered, (note: in the specification the first and 
second emitters or at least three sources are coupled to a support 14). 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show u a 
cooling system directly cooling an anode" as described in the specification. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 175(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: "emitter couple to a mount" as claimed in claim 1 and "at 
least three sources coupled to the platform" as claimed in claim 15 are not described in 
the specification, (in the specification, the at least three sources are couple to a mount 
not platform, see paragraph 22). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is unclear how a weld inspection or metal inspection's a computer is garneting 
adjustment signals as a function of parameters of patient tissue. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

Claims 16-17 and 19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Perry et al. (US 6236709). 

Regarding claim 16, Perry teaches a scanning system comprising: 

a mount (10) comprising a platform (conveyer), wherein said mount further 
defines a holding area (tunnel) for supporting patient tissue; 

a mount motor (conveyor) controller moving at least one of said mount or said 
platform in response to adjustment signals, 

a detector (28) coupled to at least one of said mount or said platform and 
comprising a plurality of modules receiving a plurality of X-ray fluxes and generating 
detector signals therefrom; 

at least three X-ray sources (40) coupled to said mount and arranged in an arc 
such that said at least three X-ray sources generating said plurality of X-ray signals for 
at least three different angles along said arc with respect to said detector; and 

a computer generating said adjustment signals as a function of parameters of 
said patient tissue, said computer further generating an image signal as a function of 
said detector signals, 

Regarding claim 17, Perry teaches said mount is arranged for a scanning 
procedure comprising at least one of mammography, computed tomography (CT), 
vascular X-ray imaging, bone scanning, weld inspection, or metal inspection. 
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Regarding claim 19, Perry teaches said plurality of X-ray sources electronically 
(switch) gate said plurality of X-ray fluxes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Perry. 

Regarding claim 18, Perry fails to teach at least one of a liquid cooling system, a 
common conditioner for said sources and said detector, or multiple chillers for said 
sources and said detector. 

Liquid cooling system for x-ray system is known in the art. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to the x-ray imaging system of Perry with the known cooling system, since it 
would reduce the degradation of the system. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 16-19 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 16-19 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Perry. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) 
above.
